A Word to the Manufacwrers. 

“T speak in ne spirit of menace or threat,” Sir Wilfrid said; “but T 
must say plainly to these short-sighted manufacturers that they need not 
be surprised if they find the letter that they have prepared a repe for their 
own backs, If they seek to prevent the farmers who can benefit but little 
if at all from protection, from selling their goods in the best market, they 
must not wonder if the farmers vigorous!y resent that attitude, and if 
their present just demands are not granted, and if as a result the present 
movement should be defeated, then, rankling under the sense of injury, 
they made a demand for a whciesale tariff lowering that cannot be with. 
stood. I may remind the manufacturers that there are more farmers in 
Canada than manufacturers, and more rural constituencies than urban con- 
stituences, If this appeal to selfishness should prevail, then those respon- 
sible must be prepared to take the result.

Some Anti with time on his hands and 
é desire to rescue his cause from ridicule 
might profitably employ himself in prepar- 
ing a statement showing precisely where 
and how the reciprocity agreement threat- 
ens to extinguish the British Empire. So 
far the public have been favored with no- 
thing definite or comprehensible in this 
direction. They have had assurance in 
plenty that reciprocity was conceived in 
disloyalty and is bound to lead to annexa- 
tion; but just how or by what law or pro- 
cess the absorption of the Dominion by the 
United States is to be brought about, has 
never been explained to them. There is 
need of a clear statement from the Antis on 
this point, for the Canadian people know 
that there once was reciprocity between 
this country and the United States, and 
that neither was the Dominion annexed nor 
did the Empire go to pieces. From a perus- 
al of the existing authorities it is clear that 
in reciprocity days there was no annexa- 
tion sentiment in this country and it has 
not been established that the links of Em- 
pire at that time showed signs of any un-. 
usual stress or strain. Before they are 
asked to believe that reciprocity now would 
bring about what it apparently had no 
tendency to bring about a half century ago, 
the public are entitled to some explanation. 
Is it that the people of Canada today are 
less loyal than their grandfathers? Or is 
it that the laws of trade—commonly sup- 
posed to be immortal and unchangeable— 
have altered their nature and now tend to 
produce an effect the contrary of that they 
formerly produced? Just where does the 
separating and disintegrating influence 
come in? Is it in selling things to the peo- 
ple of the United States, or in buying things 
from them? Does the danger lie in allow- 
ing Americans to consume Canadian pork, 
or in allowing them to pay for it? In al- 
lowing Canadians to consume American 
fruit, or in allowing them to pay for it? 
Is it in the process of shipping out what we 
do not need the danger lies? Or in bring- 
ing in what we do need? ‘In paying our 
debts to those we buy from? Or in requir- 
ing them to pay their debts to us? Which’ 
of these operations—common enough and 
safe enough in ordinary commercial mat- 
ters—which of them becomes the menace 
to Canadian autonomy and Imperial solid- 
arity when it takes place between the peo- 
ple of the Dominion and those of the Re- 
public? And if danger and disintegration 
lurk in any of these operations how is it 
that they have not been made apparent be- 
fore? We already buy and sell to the peo- 
ple of the United States to a very large ex- 
tent. They already consume Canadian 
pots, and pay for it. We already consume 
American fruit, and pay for it. And if it 
is safe to allow a Yankee to buy, pay for 
and consume one Canuck pig, why would it 
be unsafe to allow him to buy as many of 
them as his consuming capacity would war- 
rant and his purse allow? And if it is safe 
for a Canuck to buy, pay for and consume 
one basket of Yankee fruit, why would this 
country be endangered by allowing him to 
buy as many as his appetite required and 
his means permitted? Upon all these ques- 
tions there is a want of light, and there i:{ 
no disposition observable in the Opposition 
camp to provide the light. Yet these are | 
the essential questions at issue. The com- 
mercial question at issue is simply whether 
the people of the two countries shall be 
allowed to trade with each other freely in

The farthest they will go is to ad- 
mit that under reciprocity there would 
spring up a much larger trade between the 
peoples of the two countries; that they 
would buy more largely from each other 
than they do now. If that is so, it follows 
that reciprocity would be a good thing for | 
the Canadian people; for the Antis surely 
do not consider their fellow-countrymen 
foolish enough to buy and sell where they | 
cannot do so to the best advantage. And 
if reciprocity makes for the welfare of the 
Canadian people how can if make for their 
lissatisfaction with their present political 
condition and relationship? People do not 
change their allegiance for nothing; cer- 
tainly Britishers do not do so. If Canada 
should ever break from the Empire it 
would, we must assume, be because Cana- 
dians were dissatisfied with their condition 
as a part of the Empire. Yet the Antis\ 
argue that reciprocity by making us more 
prosperous will make us discontented, and | 
will finally lead us to a decision to break 
with the Empire and to merge political ex- 
istence in that of the United States. That) 
is an argument which must be expounded 
if it is to be rescued from ridicule and made | 
tolerable to a man with common sense and 
without party ties or contrary interest. 


The spectacle of an officer in a militia 
regiment assaulting a man because he hap- 
pens to be on the other side of the political | 
fence is not one to make the public think | 
better of the men wearing swords in the | 
Canadian forces. Across the water the 
rule holds that an officer should be a gentle- | 
man, and he usually is one. The incident on |

British. Neither is the fact of a prominent 
worker in the Anti camp assailing the 
loyalty of the foreign born citizens of Can- 
ada generally, one to be commended either 
for its truthfulness or for its discretion. 
It ought to be apparent even toa military 
Tory that the stability of the Dominion ig | 
to be secured rather by promoting harmony | 
than conflict among the various national-| 
ities which comprise our population, and_ 
that to arraign all these classes save one | 
as disloyal to the country they have sworn | 
allegiance to, is not a good way to make | 
them think highly of the people among | 
whom they have made their homes. A 
charge of this kind reflects more upon the 
man who makes it and the race from which 
he comes than upon those at whom it is 
aimed ‘

Chicago Grain Markets 

Chicago, Sept. 18—Threshing delay 
due to wet weather in the Canadian 
Northwest brought firmness today in 
wheat.

Besides their lumber and 
pulp industry in Quebec, the McLar- 
en's have large lumbering in the east, 
in British Columbia, and have interests 
in banking institutions which bring 
them into touch with all lines of trade 
throughout the Dominion, Their de 
claration in favor of reciprocity was 
made Saturday, during the course of 
conversation with E, J. Rainboth and 
Alex, McLaren authorized Mr. Rain- 
both to give it to the public, Mr. Mc- 
Laren’s father declared that he heart- 
ily approved of the Laurier adminis- 
tration of the affairs of Canada since 
his advent to power, The Conserva- 
tive press have been making much of 
the fact thet David McLaren, of t- 
tawa, brother of the McLarens who 
own the McLaren Lumber Co., is out
